Trial of Former Secretary of Inter­ 
ior And Oil Multimillionaire Set

Feb. 2 


W ashington, Dec. 
23—<U.R)—J us ­ 
tice Jennings Bailey 
today denied 
the Sinclair-Fall motions to q uash 
the lea pot Dome conspiracy indict­ 
ment, heard the 
defendants 
plead 
not guilty and set Feb. 2 as the date 
f<» r 
iheir 
trial, 
ov erruling 
their 
la wy e ^ 
pleas for more delay . 
Dadey announced his denial de­ 
cision in ten words a t the opening 
of court before J lurry F. 
Sim lair, 
oil multimillionaire defendant, enter­ 
ed the room. Form er Secretary 
of 
Interior Albert B. Fall the other de­ 
fendant, rose as the 
c ourt 
clerk 
spok e. 
Sinclair entered, slipped off 
his 
coat and hurried to enter his plea 
of not guilty 
a few 
sect/nd 
a fte r 
Fall. 
J us tic e Bailey granted the motion 
of the gov ernment prosecutors 
for 
opening of the trial Feb. 2. Defense 
counsel, Thomas F. Leahy , for Fall 
had ask ed for trial early in March 
or late February . 
The indictment was 
v oted by 
a 
District 
of Columbia 
grand 
jury 
M ay 27, 1925, at the time Fall was 
indicted with E. L. Doheny on a si­ 
milar charge in connection with the 
Elk Hills lease. Full 
and 
Doheny » 
were acq uitted last week . A prev ious 
conspiracy indictment, v oted 
June 
30, 1924, had been q uashed because 
of unauthorized presence of a jus ­ 
tice departm ent agent in the grand 


. j ur y room. This indictment went to 
the F. S. Supreme court before 
it 
came up for this linai decision 
on 
its v alidity in District of Columbia 
supreme court today . 
'flit* defendants sought to k ill the 
indictment by demurrer soon after it 
was v oted. They lost, and carried a 
special appeal to the circuit court of 
appeals. That court dismissed the 
appeal under the 1920 W alsh law 
forbidding such 
appeals 
in cases 
not y et tried. Fall and Sinclair a p ­ 
pealed to the I . S. supreme 
court, 
charging that the 
W alsh 
act 
was 
unconstitutional, but their 
contest 
was denied a rev iew.

who had been play ing on

sentence imposed upon Bev er last 
September^ for a liq uor law v iola­ 
tion. The sentence at that time wa* 
for six m onths a t the state farm , 
but was suspended during good be­ 
hav ior. 
On account of complaints reach­ 
ing M ay or Bebout and because 
of 
ev idence submitted Tuesday in the 
circuit, court at a hearing prelimin­ 
a ry to a div orce suit in which Be­ 
v or is defendant, 
it was 
brought 
out that his conduct had not been 
good. The m ay or in the afternoon 
rev ok ed 
the sentence, and notified 
officers at Anderson to hold him. 
In the habeas corpus proceedings, 
one of the main points stressed by 
tlie attorney for Bev er, is that the 
defendant w as not in may or’s court 
Tuesday , when the sentence was re ­ 
v ok ed. Bev er will be held on bond 
at Anderson, until the action can be 
determined by tlie court there 
on 
December 29th.

"Justice Bailey granted tbe motion 


of the government prosecutors ' foi 
opening- of tbe trial Feb. 2. Defense 
counsel, Thomas F. Leahy, for Fal 
bad asked for trial early in March 
or late February. 


The indictment was' voted by 


District 
of Columbia grand jurj 


May 27, 1925, at the time Fall was 
indicted with E. L. Dobeny on a si- 
milar charge in 'connection with the 
Elk Hills lease. Fall 
and 
Doheny 


were acquitted last week. A previous 
conspiracy indk-Yment, voted June 
30, 3924, bad 'been quashed because 
of unauthorized presence of a jus- 
tice department agent in the grand 
'•jufy room. This indictment went to 
the U. S. Supreme court 'before it 
came up for this final decision on 
its validity in District of Columbia 
supreme court today. 


The defendants sought to- kill the 


indictment by demurrer soon after it 
wus voted. They lost, and carried a 
special appeal to the circuit court of 
appeals. That court dismissed the 
appeal under tbe 1926 Walsh law 
forbidding such 
appeals in cases 


not yet tried. Fall and Sinclair a.p- 
pcalcd to the U. S. supreme court, 
charging that the Walsh act was 
unconstitutional, but their 
was denied a review.
